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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN 
OF  THE  RICHMOND  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966. 

The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister 

of  Health. 

Once  again  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered 
satisfactory,  the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during 
the  year  -  561  compared  with  458  in  the  year  1965*  and  the  birth 
rate  (corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General),  at  24*31  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  at  17* 7*  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  16 
compared  with  15  in  1965* 

The  death  rate  (again  corrected  by  the  Comparability 
Factor)  at  11.03  (10.10  in  1965)  compares  with  the  National 
Rate  at  11. 7 • 

There  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  of  the  deaths  8  were  under  one  week  of  age.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  at  27*52  is  higher  than  the  National  Rate  at 
19*0.  Prematurity  still  remains  the  main  cause  for  these 
infantile  deaths. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year  (age  23)- 
Still  births  at  10*58  are  lower  than  the  corresponding  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  at  15*4 

On  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  - 
141,  the  male  deaths  at  79  were  lower  than  the  total  for  1965 
(80),  female  deaths  (62)  were  higher  than  in  1965  (51)* 

The  main  causes  of  death  were;-  heart  diseases  with 
45  deaths,  (38  in  1965) >  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
with  14  deaths  (16  in  1965)?  and  cancer  25  (30  in  1965) >  and 
respiratory  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  20  (14  in  1965)5 
1  tuberculosis  pulmonary  and  1  non -pulmonary.

Two  hundred  and  eleven  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
were  notified  in  the  district  during  the  year  compared  with  300 
in  I965.  The  decrease  was  mainly  due  to  the  smaller  number  of 
measles  occurring  during  the  year,  186  compared  with  268  in 
1965*  During  the  year  1966,  there  were  4  cases  of  whooping 
cough  the  same  as  in  1965*  Immunisation  against  whooping 
cough  is  carried  out  along  with  diphtheria,  tetanus  and 
poliomyelitis  in  the  County  Council  Clinics,  and  by  General 
Practitioners  on  behalf  of  the  County. 

It  appears  that  the  immunisation  against  whooping 
cough  is  not  as  effective  as  that  against  diphtheria,  and  that 
a  small  number  of  cases  are  occurring  in  children  who  have  been 
immunised  by  the  "Triple  Antigen".  I  understand  that  the 
Ministry  is  considering  this.  There  were  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  in  1960. 
Eleven  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  14  in  1965,  one  case  of  acute  pneumonia,  one  case 
of  erysipelas  and  one  case  of  encephalitis  were  notified. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in  this 
district  during  the  year. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year 
compared  with  5  cases  in  1965* 

There  were  3  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
in  I966,  compared  with  6  in  19&5 >  no  case  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  notified  in  the  year  as  in  1965* 

Two  outbreaks  of  Brucella  abortus  have  occurred  among 
cattle  in  the  district.  Fortunately  only  one  known  human 
case  occurred,  this  being  a  farm  worker,  on  one  of  the  farms 
concerned.  The  Government  is  preparing  a  scheme  for 
eradication  of  the  disease  in  cattle.

Environmental  Hygiene. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  seeking  even  higher  standards 
of  health  and  comfort  amenities  was  actively  pursued  throughout 
the  year. 

The  water  supply  has  generally  proved  to  be  adequate 
and  wholesome  and  is  supplied  by  the  Northallerton  and  the 
Dales  Water  Board,  with  the  exception  of  some  isolated  properties 
which  have  their  own  sources.  Although  Officers  of  the  Water 
Board  have  instituted  regular  sampling,  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  have  also  continued  sampling  independently.  The 
provision  of  a  mains  water  supply  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Martins 
has  eliminated  a  previously  unsatisfactory  private  source. 

Progress  was  maintained  in  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  sewers  throughout  the  district.  Work  was  completed 
on  the  extension  of  the  North  Cowton  sewer  to  include  an  isolated 
group  of  houses  at  Moulton  Station.  Sewerage  schemes  for 
Caldwell  and  East  Layton  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  1 966, 
and  were  put  to  tender  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  An 

Engineering  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  held  an  enquiry  in 
December  into  the  proposed  scheme  for  Dalton  and  Gayles. 
Preliminary  work  was  commenced  on  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  for 
Marske.  The  proposed  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Scurragh  Lane, 
Skeeby,  and  the  provision  of  a  new  sewage  works  for  the  village  of 
Skeeby  was  again  delayed  by  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  land  for 
the  siting  of  the  disposal  works.  A  new  site  for  the  disposal 
works  has  been  found,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  scheme  will  now 
proceed.  Meantime  temporary  measures  are  being  taken  to  avoid, 
as  far  as  possible,  nuisance  arising. 

A  further  forty-two  houses  were  provided  with  modern 
amenities  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants. 

House  owners  are  constantly  being  encouraged  to  modernise  their 
property,  particularly  after  the  tenant  of  a  house  is  re-housed 
by  the  Council.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  pressure  of 
work  on  architects  and  builders  is  still  a  factor  in  the 
restriction  of  improvement  grant  work.  Difficulty,  of  course, 
is  also  experienced  in  modernising  houses  in  parishes  without 
sewerage  facilities  as  few  people  are  prepared  to  go  to  the 
expense  of  providing  septic  tanks,  etc. ,  on  top  of  the  cost  of 
the  improvement  works.

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council's  Piper  Hill 
project  was  completed  so  far  as  the  housing  aspect  of  the  site 
is  concerned.  In  all  228  houses  and  flats  (including  40 
houses  at  economic  rents)  were  provided,  and  a  Doctors'  surgery 
was  erected.  Some  work  still  remains  on  the  shopping  precinct 
and  plans  for  this  were  well  advanced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition,  22  of  the  proposed  32  houses  and  bungalows  were 
erected  at  Melsonby. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Council  increased  the 
establishment  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Staff  by  one 
additional  public  health  inspector.  Mr.  W.  Glover  was 
appointed  to  this  new  vacancy,  and  took  up  his  duties  on  the 

1st  October. 
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I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking 
Mr.  McNeil  and  his  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance 
at  all  times,  and  especially  in  compiling  this  report.

The  Board's  water  supplies  are  generally  of  a  very  high 

standard. 

3«  Quantity  of  Water  Supplies. 

Water  supplies  throughout  the  District  are  adequate. 
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4*  Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies. 

Follov/ing  the  testing  of  water  supplies  in  1962,  which 
showed  that  the  fluoride  content  averaged  0.07  part  per  million, 
representation  was  made  to  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  as 
Local  Health  Authority,  for  the  fluoride  content  to  be  raised  to 
the  recommended  1  p.p.m.  Unfortunately  in  March,  1966,  the 
County  Council  resolved  that  the  principle  of  fluoridation  of 
public  water  supplies  in  the  Riding  be  not  approved. 

5.  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  the  District. 

Some  sampling  of  raw  water  during  the  year  was  carried 
out  by  Officers  of  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board. 
Although  no  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis, 
eighteen  bacteriolgical  samples  were  taken  of  raw  v/ater  and  the 
results  are  listed  below: -

Six  of  the  ten  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  the 
Parish  of  Marske,  and  although  two  of  these  were  as  a  result  of  a 
break-down  in  the  chlorinator,  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  account 
for  the  bad  samples  as  the  Water  Board’s  numerous  samples  from  the 
same  supply  over  the  same  period  were  clear.  Investigations  were 
still  going  on  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  remaining  four 
unsatisfactory  samples  one  was  as  a  result  of  a  burst  main,  one 
required  the  main  flushing  out  and  two  were  inexplicable.  In  all 
four  cases  follow-up  samples  were  clear. 
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5*  (Contd.) 

Of  the  seventeen  unsatisfactory  samples  from  private 
sources,  four  were  from  the  Parish  of  St.  Martins  where 
thirty-eight  houses  receive  water  from  a  private  supply.  As  a 
result  of  regular  unsatisfactory  samples,  the  Council  asked 
that  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board  provide  a  mains 
supply.  The  main  was  laid  during  the  year  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  fourteen  houses  were  connected,  and  arrangements  were 
in  hand  for  the  connection  of  most  of  the  remaining  houses. 

The  other  thirteen  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken 
from  two  springs  at  a  farm  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence. 

These  samples  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Defence  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  a  satisfactory 
water  supply. 

6.  Action  Taken  in  Respect  of  Contamination. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  notifies  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  by  telephone  immediately  any  sample  is  found  to 
be  contaminated,  the  result  being  confirmed  by  the  official  report 
as  usual.  The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Water  Board  is 
immediately  informed,  and  his  investigations  are  duly  reported  to 
the  Council.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

8.  Sewerage  Systems. 

Work  was  completed  on  the  extension  of  the  North  Cowton 
sewer  to  include  an  isolated  group  of  houses  at  Moulton  Station. 

Schemes  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  systems  for  the 
villages  of  Caldwell  and  East  Layton  were  given  approval  by  the 
Ministry,  and  tenders  were  invited  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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8.  (ContcL.) 

Official  inquiry  was  held  in  December  into  the  proposed 
sewerage  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Dalton  and  Gayles,  but  the 
final  approval  was  not  received  by  the  end  of  1966.  Once  again, 
the  proposed  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Scurragh  Lane,  Skeeby  and 
the  provision  of  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  village  of 
Skeeby  was  delayed  by  difficulties  in  obtaining  land  for  the 
siting  of  disposal  works.  Fortunately  the  temporary  measures 
taken  to  alleviate  this  nuisance  have  kept  the  public  health 
hazard  to  a  minimum. 

Preliminary  work  was  commenced  on  the  preparation  of  a 
sewage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Mar ske •  Here,  an  old  village 
drain  discharges  eventually  into  the  River  Swale  and  although 
the  old  drain  receives  effluent  from  several  septic  tanks,  the 
volume  of  water  in  the  river  prevents  the  pollution  being  too 
obvious. 

The  following  parishes  remain  unsewered,  and  obviously 
the  absence  of  a  sewerage  system  in  any  village  must  give  rise  to 
varying  degrees  of  pollution  and  moreover  restricts  the 
modernisation  of  a  number  of  houses  where  full  modern  amenities 
are  lacking.  The  Council’s  policy  is  to  sewer  all  parishes 
but,  of  course  these  have  had  to  be  arranged  in  a  system  of 
priorities.

9.  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

With  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes,  many  properties 
are  converting  the  old  privy  and  chemical  closets  to  water 
carriage.  The  Council  assists  property  owners  in  this  work  by 
means  of  Conversion  Grants  and  during  1966,  ten  such  grants  were 
made.  Forty-two  more  conversions  were  carried  out  by  means  of 
Improvement  and  Standard  Grants,  and  as  these  latter  grants  are 
instrumental  in  obtaining  not  only  water  closets,  but  hot  water 
systems,  baths  and  wash-basins,  this  type  of  aid  is  much  more 
satisfactory.  With  this  in  view,  the  Council  decided  that  full 
modern  amenities  are  to  be  pressed  for,  and  privy  conversions 
grants  are  only  normally  paid  in  cases  where  it  is  not 
practicable  to  provide  a  bath,  wash-basin,  sink,  hot  water  supply 
and  food  store  by  reason  of  restricted  space,  inability  to  pay, 
age  of  applicant,  or  where  these  facilities  are  already  provided. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


10*  Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  service  is  operated  by  direct  labour  administered 
by  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  total  cost  of  providing  the  refuse  collection 
service,  apart  from  Catterick  Camp,  was  £10,455  compared  with 
£9,360  in  1965. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  tipping,  which  is 
controlled  as  far  as  possible,  and  depending  largely  on  the 
availability  of  suitable  covering  material. 

HOUSING 


11.  Improvement  Grants  -  Housing  (Financial)  Provisions 

Act,  1958  and  the  Housing  Act,  1959» 

Forty-two  applications  for  grants  were  received 
during  the  year,  and  all  were  granted  by  the  Council. 

12.  New  Houses  Erected  in  1966. 


A  total  of  215  new  houses  was  erected  during  the  year, 
195  by  the  Council  and  20  by  private  enterprise. 

13 •  Unfit  Houses. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-six  houses  v/ere  inspected  for 
housing  defects  during  the  year,  5  were  found  to  be  not  in  all 
respects  fit  for  human  habitation,  45  were  subsequently  made  fit, 
3  were  demolished  and  5  were  closed. 

A  total  of  452  visits  was  made  to  houses  under  the  Act 
during  1966. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

14*  Nuisances. 

Four  hundred  and  thirteen  inspections  were  made  in 
connection  with  nuisances,  and  in  109  cases  statutory  nuisances 
were  found.  Ninety-seven  of  these  were  abated  as  a  result  of 
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14*  (Contd.) 

informal  action,  work  on  the  remainder  being  in  course  of 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
the  degree  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  with 
regard  to  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  In  the  vast  majority  of 
cases,  an  informal  approach  is  sufficient  to  secure  the  desired 
result. 

15*  Rodent  Control. 


Over  the  past  three  years,  pressure  of  work  on  the 
Council’s  rodent  operator  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  was  found  necessary  to  engage  a  second  operator.  Although 
both  operators  were  kept  fully  employed  during  the  year  it  was 
found  possible  to  carry  out  extensive  sewer  treatments  in  areas 
where  treatment  had  been  neglected  for  over  three  years. 

This  service  is  available  to  private  house-holders 
free  of  charge,  but  treatment  of  agricultural  and  business 
premises  is  undertaken  normally  under  form  of  Contract.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  101  Contracts  were  in  operation.  The 
Table  following  sets  out  a  summary  of  work  done  by  the  rodent 
operators  and  public  health  inspectors.

traces  of  rats  found.  This  is  rather  remarkable  when  it  is 
considered  that  some  of  these  sewers  have  not  been  treated  lor 
three  years  at  least.  This,  in  fact,  speaks  well  or  e 
high  degree  of  surface  control  in  force.

be  carried  out,  but  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
proprietor  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
that  is  to  say,  all  persons  employed  in  the  plant  have  been 
provided  with  a  copy  of  the  appropriate  'Code  of  Practice*  and 
also  the  table  of  normal  and  abnormal  conditions  to  be  found 
in  poultry.  These  tables  have  also  been  placed  in  prominent 
positions  within  the  factory.  Any  suspect  bird  is  referred  to 
the  proprietor  and  if  he  is  unsure,  a  special  visit  is  made. 

In  practice,  it  has  been  found  that  the  proprietor  is  most 
co-operative  and,  in  fact,  he  rejects  any  bird  where  any  shadow 
of  doubt  exists. 

21.  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1963* 

Nine  renev/al  licences  to  slaughter  animals  were  granted 
during  the  year. 

22.  Mil k  Supply  -  Brucella  abortus . 

Sampling  of  milk  for  Brucella  abortus  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Health  Inspectors,  and  during  1966,  two  cases  were 
brought  to  my  attention. 

In  the  first  case,  one  of  the  farm  employees  was  found 
to  be  suffering  from  Undulant  Fever,  and  as  a  result  samples  v/ere 
taken  from  all  animals  in  the  herd,  two  of  which  were  found  to  be 
positive.  These  two  animals  we re  subsequently  "dried  off"  and 
eventually  sold  for  slaughter.  The  remainder  of  the  herd  were 
free  from  infection  and  as,  in  any  case,  all  milk  was  sold  in 
bulk  for  pasteurisation  no- further  action  was  necessary. 

The  second  case  involved  a  Jersey  herd  where  raw  milk 
was  farm  bottled  without  heat  treatment.  Samples  were  obtained 
from  all  animals,  and  four  cows  were  definitely  excreting 
organisms  while  a  fifth  cow  was  doubtful.  These  five  animals 
were  immediately  isolated  and  a  notice  under  Regulation  20  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959  was  served  on  the 
farm  owner  on  the  1st  December,  1966,  requiring  all  milk  to  be 
heat-treated.  This  notice  remained  in  force  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year. 
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23.  Premises  Used  for  the  Preparation  or  Sale  of  Food.

All  the  above  premises  are  fitted  with  wash-hand  basins  in 
accordance  with  Regulation  16,  and  sinks  etc.,  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  19  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960  and 

Of  the  above  premises  79  are  registered  for  the  sale  of 

ice-cream. 

24.  Food  Hygiene. 

The  continual  effort  to  secure  good  standards  was  pursued 
during  the  year,  principle  attention  being  given,  of  course,  to 
premises  where  food  is  actually  prepared  viz.  fried  fish  shops, 
bakehouses,  licensed  premises,  canteens  and  restaurants,  hote  s 
and  cafes.  In  all  341  visits  were  paid  to  such  premises 

In  twenty-eight  cases  contraventions  of  the  Food. 

Hygiene  Regulations  were  noted  and  although  the  vast  majority 

remedied  as  soon  as  they  were  drawn  to  the  attention  of  he 
proprietors,  in  one  instance  it  was  felt  necessary  to  institute 
legal  proceedings.  This  involved  several  contraventions  at  a 
public  house  within  the  area  which  load  been  the  source  of  similar 
contraventions  in  the  past.  Although  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  November,  the  case  had  not  been  held  by  the  end 
of  1966.  The  majority  of  other  contraventions  were  found  m 

transport  cafes,  of  which  there  are  seven.  The  difficulty  in 
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such  places  is  two-fold,  firstly  the  rapid  change-over  in  staff 
which  seems  to  be  a  feature  of  transport  cafes,  and  secondly, 
the  fact  that  cooking  appliances  are  in  use  twenty-four  hours  a 
day,  and  this,  of  course,  makes  effective  cleansing  difficult. 

25*  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  licences  under  the  Act  were 
in  force  in  respect  of  the  following  caravan  sites; - 

Seasonal  Use  Only  -  1  Site  for  100  caravans 

1  Site  for  45  caravans 
5  Sites  for  2  to  5  caravans 
8  Individual  sites 

Permanent  Sites  -  1  Site  for  6  caravans

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  visits  were  made  to  these 
sites,  during  which  fourteen  contraventions  of  licences  were 
remedied. 

26.  Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the  Council's  district 
and  both  are  situated  on  Crown  Land  at  Catterick  Camp.  One  is 
an  open-air  pool  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence,  and  information 
in  respect  of  this  cannot  be  obtained  from  the  Military  Authority. 

The  second  is  an  indoor  pool  owned  by  Sandes  Soldiers 
Home.  This  is  well  maintained  and  under  military  supervision  in 
respect  of  hygiene.  The  water  in  this  pool  is  from  the 
Military  supply  obtained  from  the  River  Swale,  and  is  treated  by 
pressure  filtration  and  chlorination,  circulation  of  the  water 
being  continuous  through  the  filter  and  chlorinator,  and  a  total 
change  is  made  once  each  season.  Samples  of  water  for 
analytical  examination  are  taken  frequently  by  the  Military 
Authority,  and  a  report  of  the  results  given  to  the  manager  of 
the  swimming  pool  only  if  unsatisfactory.  No  adverse  report  was 
received  during  1966. 
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27.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963* 

There  are  two  animal  boarding  establishments  registered 
under  the  Act.  These  were  visited  on  ten  occasions  and  were 
found  to  be  clean  and  well  run. 

28.  Hackney  Carriages. 

Byelaws  made  under  section  68  of  the  Town  Police 
Clauses  Act,  1847,  and  section  171  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1875,  were  made  jointly  by  the  Council  and  the  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Richmond. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  of  all  vehicles  licensed 
as  hackney  carriages.  Although  there  are  22  licences  in 
operation,  as  a  result  of  vehicle  changes  $6  vehicles  were 
examined  during  the  year  and  a  total  of  96  inspections  was  found 
to  be  necessary.  Generally,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
repair  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.
